STATEMENT of the Debts clue to the Institution. 



The only Debts due to tbe Governors of the Cc^rk Foundling Hospital, are the following 
Arrears due on the Annuity and Principal Money under mentioned: — 

Alderman Austen, deceased, many years ago bequeathed an Annuity of 20 Z. Irish 
to the Governors of the Institution, and there is due to February 1854, an an-ear of one 
year and a half, amounting to 27 Z. 13 s. 9cZ. Sarah Maylor, deceased, bequeathed to the 
late Rev. Dr. Austen a sum of 400 Z. in trust, to be placed at interest, and pay the annual 
interest to the Governors of the Institution ; 100 Z. of such money was lent at interest 
to parties, who paid it off to the Rev. Dr. Austen, son and executor of the trustee, and it 
is now lodged in the Cork Savings Bank, the interest bei^ paid to the Govemora of the 
Hospital. The remaining 300 Z. was lent by the late Dr. Austen to the Corporation, 
of Cork, and is secured by the Corporation Bond. There is due on it one year and a half’s 
interest to 15tli May 1854, being 20 Z. 15 s. 4^<f. 



The Amount of Duty per Ton levied on Coals imported into Cork, for the Maintenance of 
the Hospital, and what Reduction has been made in the Amount levied since 1843. 

In the year 1845 the amount of duty per ton on coals imported was reduced from nine- 
pence to seven-pence ; and in the year 1846 it was further reduced, viz., from seven-pence 
to five-pence, at which sura it still remains. 



EXPENDITURE. 



The Expenditure for the Year ending the 31st day of March 1854, amounted to the sum 
of 3,539 Z. 3 s. 9d. This sum includes some large Payments made as Compensation to,o*^' 
in the Purchase of Annuities for retiring Officers, in securing tlie support for Life of 
Five Imbecile Inmates of the Institution transfeiTed to the Cork District Lunatic 
Asylum, and in providing for the Emigration of a number of the Children of the 
Institution.

It is proposed to discontinue the collection of the tax on coal and culm imported into 
Cork as soon as provision shaU have been made for the retiring allowances ot certain of the 
officers of the Foundling Hospital, and for the future support of the foundlings who are 
wholly or partially disabled. 

The Commissioners intend to apply the proceeds of the sale of the buildings and other 
property of the Foundling Hospital in the manner directed by the 40th section of the Act 
1 & 2 Vich, c. 56, and 4th section of the 4 & 5 Tict., c. 41, as the same may be applicable ; 
namely — 

Act 1 & 2 Viet, c. 56, s. 40. “ And be it enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Com- 
missioners for the time being, when they shall tiiink fit, to sell any lands, tenements, or 
hereditaments which may be purchased by or become vested in them by or under tlie 
authority of this Act, and to convey the same as the purchasers shall direct: and the receipt 
of any two of the Commissioners, or of any person to whom the purchase-money shall be 
paid by their direction, shall he sufficient discharge for such purchase-money ; and such 
purchase-money s ha ll be applied by the Commissioners in the purchase of other lands, 
tenements or hereditaments, to be held upon tiie like trusts with the hereditaments from the 
sale of which such money shall We arisen, or in such manner as the Commissioners shall 
t hink advisable for the benefit of the union or institution, tor the benefit or purposes of 
which such hereditaments shall have been holden: Provided ^always, that it shall not be 
lawful for the Conunissioners to sell the workhouse of any union without the consent of the 
majority of the whole number of the guardians of such union.” 

Act 4 & 5 Viet., c. 41, s. 4. " And be it enacted, that when and so soon as the said 
Commissioners shall, under the provisions of the said last-recited Act, think fit to sell and 
dispose of such houses of industry and other property vested in them as aforesaid, then and 
thereupon the procee(fe and produce of such sale shall be by the said Commissioners paid to 
and amongst the guardians of the respective unions which shall- have contributed to the 
payment of the said debts, charges, and incumbrances, to he by them carried to the credit 
of the several parishes or townlanck, or other divisions or districts, in such and the same 
proportions as they shall have contributed to the payment tiiereof.”
